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INTRODUCTION 

r 

Under  the  terms  of  an  agreement  between  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  (Appropriation  and  Allotment  No.  25-911- 
1212-3806-CS00)  and  the  University  of  Montana  Foundation, 
this  appraisal  of  known  archaeological  resources,  and  a 
discussion  of  the  archaeological  potential  within  the 
Transmission  Line  Study  Area  has  been  prepared.   This  re- 
port complements  the  maps  of  the  Study  Area  on  which  have 
been  plotted  the  locations  and  numbers  of  all  known  sites. 

This  type  of  report  is  properly  called  an  archaeolog- 
ical inventory;  as  such,  it  represents  information  gleaned 
from  a  number  of  people  and  written  sources,  rather  than  a 
systematic  on»the-ground  investigation.   It  can,  in  no  way, 

be  considered  a  summary  of  extant  archaeological  resources.

At  best,  this  report,  and  the  accompanying  maps,  being  in- 
to focus  the  extent  of  our  lack  of  knowledge  of  archaeolog- 
ical resources  in  Montana  and  the  urgency  of  systematic, 
intensive  study  of  all  areas  under  consideration  for  any 
surface-altering  construction. 
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The  Contract 

Contract  No.   52500-CT5-27(N)  between  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
and  the  contractor  was  executed  July  1 ,  1974.     The  agreement  covered  the 
compilation  and  recording  of  archaeological   sites  for  the  "Colstrip  Pro- 
ject."    MSU  coverage  of  a  portion  of  the  project  area  extended  from  the 
Continental   Divide  on  the  west  to  west  of  Colstrip,  Montana,  on  the  east, 
within  an  area  delimited  on  the  north  by  Great  Falls  and  on  the  extreme 
south  by  Bozeman.     Through  the  use  of  literature,  field  review  and  inter- 
view techniques,  the  contractor  was  to  locate,  evaluate  and  scientifically 
record  archaeological   sites  not  already  available  in  the  files  of  the 
St?.tewi^p  Arrhapni on"! cal   Surysu  ?.t  the  University  o-^  Montsn?..     The  sitss 
were  to  be  plotted  on  1:250,000  scale  maps   and  submitted  to  the  director 
of  the  SAS  at  the  UM  in  two  installments,  the  first  (containing  the  major- 
ity of  data)   to  be  presented  by  July  15  and  the  final   submission  to  be 
made  by  or  before  July  31. 
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Data  Collection 

One-third  of  the  submitted  site  report  forms  represent  independent 
archaeological   field  activity  that  occurred  primarily  during  the  past 
five  years  at  MSU  as  a  function  of  scheduled  field  class  and  contract 
projects.     Effort  was  made  internally  to  control   for  possible  duplication 
in  site  reporting,  but  lack  of  knowledge  as  to  UM  holdings  made  it  neces- 
sary to  have  the  check  for  duplication  made  by  the  UM  co-contractor.     For 
that  reason  also,  no  new  uniform  site  designation  numbers  were  awarded 
from  blocks  assigned  to  MSU  previously. 

Two-thirds  of  the  assembled  site  reports  were  prepared  in  excessively 
short  time  by  the  most  expedient  of  mechanisms,  i.e.,  by  the  in-the-field 
interviewing  of  knowledgeable  but  variously  interested  private  persons. 
Three  experienced  persons  were  hired  on  a  job  basis  to  travel  to  desig- 
nated and  subsequently  identified  locations  to  meet  with  and  secure  site 
information  from  cooperative  people.     Mrs.   Jean  Thorson  and  Ms.   Sandra 
Davis  of  Bozeman   (both  trained  previously  under  my  supervision  and  veter- 
ans of  a  number  of  excavation  programs)  were  assigned  the  western  end  of 
the  inventory  tract,  while  Mr.   John  Rogers  of  Billings  (long-time  active 
amateur  archaeologist)    was  responsible  for  the  eastern  part  of  the  exten- 
sive inventory  tract. 

At  the  outset,  telephone  contacts  were  made  with  members  of  the 
Montana  Archaeological  Society  and  others  known  personally  to  have  know- 
ledge of  prehistoric  sites  inside  the  contract  area.     Meetings  were  then 
scheduled  at  places  of  business  or  in  private  homes,  where  the  objectives 
of  our  work  were  exnlainpH  anri  the  recording  requirements   detailed.     Indi- 
viduals who  cooperated  to  varying  degrees  are  named  in  the  List  of  Infor- 
mants and  the  nature  of  their  assistance  is  specified.     Due  to  the  critical 
time-line  that  limited  possibilities  severely,  few  ventures  were  made 
into  the  field  to  verify  locations  and  the  nature  of  the  archaeological 
manifestation(s)   at  each  recorded  site.     However,  many  cross-checks  were 
applied  by  the  interviewers  to  reduce  error  to  the  best  possible  minimum 
under  the  circumstances.     Many  reporters  were  quite  sophisticated,  while 
others  proved  to  be  inexperienced.     Many  of  those  cooperators  who  once 
.collected  artifacts  voraciously  but  who  have  since  been  reduced  to  inac- 
tivity as  a  function  of  age  have  knowledge  of  other  collectors.     Many 
share  knowledge  of  the  same  sites.     This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best 
information  quality  controls. 

Cooperators  frequently  supplied  leads  to  other  interested  persons. 
These  were  followed  up  systematically.     Unless   time  placed  impossible 
barriers,  meetings  were  arranged  and  information  gathered  from  virtually 
all   suggested  parties.     Rogers   attempted  to  approach  isolated  farmsteads, 
without  prior  knowledge  about  the  residents  but  found  this  approach  in- 
feasible  and  unproductive  within  the  constraints  of  the  inventory. 

People  were,  in  general,  very  cooperative  end  pleasant  to  deal  with, 
even  given  the  time  pressure'  that  reduced  the  necessary  socializing  belcw 
an  accepiaola  minimum.     The  idiosyncratics  who  had  not  been  re-conditior.?d 
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into  the  idea  that  there  is  another  frame  of  reference  more  1  audible  than 
that  of  self-service  could  not  be  reached.     Concealment  was  detected  in 
some  instances,  dependent,  upon  the  sophistication  of  informants  and  their 
willingness  to  share  in  this  protective  process.    The  experience  reminded 
us  very  acutely  that  knowledgeable  people,  whatever  their  level  of  inter- 
est or  sophistication,  are  the  prime  undeveloped  potential   source  of 
immediately  available  information  about  prehistoric  objects.     Given  three 
times  the  duration  of  our  time  in  the  field,  I  would  estimate  that  our 
interviewers  could  have  developed  five  times  the  information,  better  in 
quality,  detail,  level  of  verification  and  in  geographic  representation. 
This  type  of  approach  should  be  optimized  in  similar  kinds  of  situations 
where  broad  geographic  areas  need  to  receive  a  preliminary  sampling  for 
archaeological  or  other  heritage  reserve  estimation. 

Certain  amateurs  and  collectors  possess  such  an  extensive  awareness 
that  it  would  be  advisable,  using  careful  judgment  and  discretion,  to 
actually  sub-contract  for  information.     This  would  permit  on-the-ground 
verification  and  put  the  informant  under  strict  pressure  to  perform. 

Data  Limitations  and  Use  Restrictions 


Essentially,  because  of  the  lack  of  opportunity  to  make  ground  truth 
visits  to  recorded  sites,  the  site  report  forms  are  woefully  incomplete. 
Moreover,  lack  of  verification  precluded  the  very  necessary  step  of 
evaluation  with  respect  to  significance,  fragility  and  susceptibility  to 
degradation.     Tnis  is  a  complex  process  "cnat  involves  several  Kinds  of 
considerations  that  can  only  be  applied  effectively  one  specific  site  at 
a  time  with  a  view  toward  specific  land  surface  modification  threats.     In 
only  the  most  general  of  preliminary  ways  can  the  interview  data  be  inter- 
preted with  regard  to  projections  of  endangerment.     By  and  large,  those 
manifestations  that  were  recorded  are  those  which  have  conspicuous  above- 
ground  visibility.     In  that  respect,  evaluation  is  relatively  simple, 
given  the  high  degree  of  value  that  can  be  assigned  to  features  that  are 
readily  visible  and  that  can  be  appreciated  by  numerous  lay  people. 

Conspicuously  lacking  are  records  (in  some  localities)  of  buried 
cultural  deposits  for  which  there  is  no  above-ground  evidence.     These 
are  the  sites  that  truly  test  the  archaeologist's  ability  to  anticipate 
and  test  by  intensive  survey  and  sub-surface  testing,      ihe  predominance 
of  surface  sites  should  not  be  confused  with  the  largely  unknown  but 
predictably  rich  sub-surface  reserves  of  information  that  may  be  affected 
by  the  subject  construction  program.     And  neither  should  planners  or 
engineers  be  permitted  the  efficiency  of  behaving  as  though  the  present 
investigation  has  oeen  anything  but  superficial  and  indicative  in  its 
outcomes. 

Many  of  those  private  persons  who  provided  information  did  so  with 
two  restrictions  attached:     a)     the  information  is  not  to  oe  released  in 
detail   via  puolication  to  the  public  sector  nor  is  it  to  be  accessible,

without  critical  regulation, from  the  files  of  the  UM  Statewide  Archaeo- 
logical Survey  and  b)  any  person  or  persons  who  at  any  time  in  the  future 
act  upon  this  information  in  such  a  way  as  to  enter  upon  private  land 
will  approach  and  acquire  permission  from  the  landowner,  in  the  process  • 
identifying  his  or  their  association  with  the  1974  summer  sites  survey. 
In  other  words,  we  gathered  privileged  information.  Cooperators  provided 
information  gratis  with  a  view  toward  protecting  the  sites  from  inadver- 
tent destruction  by  a  specific  construction  program.  They  did  not  intend 
to  become  parties  to  the  accelerated  destruction  of  these  locations  by 
professionals,  amateurs,  collectors  or  other  self-qualified  people. 
These  wishes  must  be  honored  if  the  interested  public  is  ever  to  play  its 
fullest  possible  role  in  this  difficult  enterprise.  Each  of  the  cooperators 
has  received  a  personal  letter  acknowledging  his  assistance.

Concluding  Remarks 

This  brief  and  harried  experience  was  extremely  valuable  in  one 
sense  quite  apart  from  the  immediately  useful  information  it  produced. 
For  the  first  time  in  my  experience,  a  coordinated  if  not  necessarily 
exhaustive  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  together  information  from  more 
and  better  sources  than  has  been  attempted  on  such  a  scale  previously  in 
Montana.  Yet,  the  resulting  symbol- cluttered  map,  comprehensive  as  some 
may  wish  it  to  be  as  a  representatively  sampled  reality,  will  be  merely 
a  light  tracing  of  what  the  landscape  truly  conceals  as  its  prehistoric 
legacy.

Only  an  intensive  site 
reconnaissance  can  lead  to  the  designing  of  a  timely,  realistic,  respect- 
able and  comprehensive  mitiqation  program  necessitated  by  the  construction 
of  a  surface-based  power  transmission  system.

The  cultural  chronology  established  in  1958  by  Mulloy 
as  a  preliminary  outline  has  yet  to  be  substantially  altered. 
This  outline  describes  broad  slices  of  time  rather  than  rig- 
orously delineated  stages  and  is  more  appropriately  applied 
to  lifeways  as  manifested  by  recovered  artifacts. 

Early  Prehistoric— (at  least)  10,000  to  4,000  yr.  ago. 
With  few  exceptions,  Early  Man  in  Montana  is  known  indirectly 
from  surface  finds  of  diagnostic  projectile  points.   Strati- 
fied sites  dated  to  this  period  are  the  MacHaffie  Site,  the 
Wilsall  Site,  and  Pictograph  Cave. 

Early  Man  probably  lived  in  small  nomadic  groups,  car- 
rying few  possessions  and  leaving  little  to  mark  his  passing. 
His  main  source  of  food  was  probably  extinct  bison,  and  per- 
haps horse  and  camel,  and  various  modern  species,  which  he 
hunted  with  spear  and  spear-thrower.   Dietary  mainstays  were 
vegetal  products  collected  by  the  females. 

In  addition  to  Clovis  and  Folsom  points,  Agate  3asin, 
Eden,  Scottsbluff,  etc.,  are  considered  diagnositc  of  the 
Early  Prehistoric  period. 

Mulloy  divided  the  Middle  Prehistoric  period  into  two 
phases,  Early  and  Late  Kiddle  Prehistoric. 

Earlv  :-»;dlo  Prehistoric — 4,000  yr.  a.^o  to  A.D.  1. 
This  culture  stas^e  is  characterized  by  lanceolate  points  with 
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Hanna,  Duncan,  and  McKean,  and  by  bone  tools  and  artifacts. 

During  this  time,  man  occupied  caves  as  well  as  open 
campsites,  and  apparently  occasionally  returned  to  the  same 
campsites.   The  way  of  life  appears  somewhat  changed  from  the 
earlier  period.   In  the  west,  near  the  mountains,  evidence 
suggests  an  increased  emphasis  on  vegetal  foods  and  an  appar- 
ent decline  in  numbers  of  large  game  animals,  particularly  the 
bison.   In  the  Plains,  man  hunted  bison  of  the  modern  form, 
though  the  bison  population  appears  to  have  declined  and  to 
have  concentrated  in  the  Plains.   This  period  is  still  con- 
sidered to  reflect  the  Altithermal^  though  the  notion  of  an 
extreme  change  climate  as  originally  postulated  by  Antevs  is 
y   being  questioned  by  a  number  of  Plains  anthropologists. 

Late  Middle  Prehistoric — A.B.  1  to  about  A.D.  500,  is 
characterized  by  corner-notched  projectile  points  and,  in  the 
west,  by  grinding  slabs.   Evidence  indicates  that  man  contin- 
ued to  live  in  small  groups  and  to  move  after  a  brief  stay. 

Bison  was  a  major  source  of  food,  obtained  by  the  use  of 
natural  and  modified  game  traps.   At  the  earliest,  tipi  rings 
may  be  associated  with  this  lifeway;  however,  the  dearth  of 
artifacts  makes  this  suggestion  tenuous. 

Along  the  mountain  flakes,  there  appears  to  have  been  a 
continued  and  even  intensified  emphasis  on  vegetal  foods,  as 
indicated  by  a  decline  in  the  numbers  of  projectile  points  and 
hide-working  tools  and  increased  numbers  of  food-grinding  arti- 
facts and  roasting  pits.

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Late  Prehistoric— A. n.  500  to  about  1800.   This  period 
is  characterized  by  projectile  points  of  the  small  triangular 
and  small  side-notched  type*  reflecting  use  of  the  bow  and 
arrow.   The  Late  Prehistoric  is  also  marked  by  an  increase  in 
the  number  and  size  of  sites  and  by  an  increased  variety  of 
cultural  materials,  including  pottery. 

A  return  to  emphasis  on  bison-hunting  suggests  an  in- 
crease in  numbers  of  bison  and  expansion  of  the  bison  popu- 
lation into  fringe  areas  of  the  Plains.   Where  vegetal-food 
gathering  had  previously  been  a  predominant  ecomonic  activity, 
there  appears  to  have  been  a  shift  to  the  hunting  of  large 
game  animals. 

Population  migrations  from  the  east,  first  suggested  in

Late  Prehistoric.   In  the  form  of  earth  lodges,  pottery,  and 
associated  culture  traits,  agricultural  peoples  influenced  the 
life  style  as  war  west  as  eastern  Montana  (i.e.,  the  Hagen 
Site).   Acquisition  of  the  horse  and  increased  importance  of 
bison  hunting  may  have  initiated  much  of  the  westward  expan- 
sion.  Communal  equestrian  hunting  permitted  the  accumulation 
of  great  stores  of  meat  which,  in  turn,  permitted  larger  group- 
ings of  people.   With  increased  population,  pressures  for  con- 
trol of  land  areas  developed  into  open  conflict;  there  was  ap- 
parently a  continual  shifting  of  populations  during  this  time.

Central  Montana,  centering  along  the  Yellowstone  and  Big 
Horn  rivers.   By  the  time  White  Man  arrived,  the  Crow  were 
"long  since  accustomed  to  fighting  for  their  land. 

A  few  scholars  are  tending  to  view  the  acquisition  of 
the  horse  as  a  pivotal  event  in  Montana  prehistory  of  the 
Late  Period. 

Historic — after  1800.   Archaeologically,  the  Historic 
period  is  like  the  Late  Prehistoric  with  the  addition  of 
European  trade  items. 
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BRIEF  SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  RESOURCES 
IN  THE  STUDY  AREA 

Some  1800+  recorded  archaeological  sites  within  and  at 
the  periphery  of  the  study  area  have  been  plotted.   The  es- 
esntial  information,  including  type,  location,  condition  if 
known,  and  recommendations  regarding  further  work  has  been 
tabulated  by  county.   When  the  maps  have  been  reduced  to  a 
scale  which  will  permit  viewing  the  entire  area  at  one  time, 
it  will  be  apparent  that  large  sectors  of  the  study  area  are 
totally  unknown,  archaeologically,  and  others  are  essentially 
unknown.   Furthermore,  areas  in  which  sites  appear  to  be  con- 
centrated may  give  the  impression  of  having  been  completely 
investigated  and  requiring  no  further  work.   That  such  is 
not  the  case  will  become  evident  in  the  following  pages. 

The  known  archaeological  resources  in  the  power  line 
core  area  and  study  area  represent  work  and  sites  reported 
over  a  period  of  30+  years,  by  a  number  of  individuals  of 
varying  degrees  of  training,  sophistication,  and  reliability. 
Many  of  the  reports  are  very  sketchy  and,  in  the  case  of 
very  early  reports,  the  present  status  of  many  sites  is  un- 
known.  Therefore,  a  survey  of  any  area,  preparatory  to  sur- 
face-altering construction,  should  include  the  attempt  to  re- 
locate, fully  record,  and  professionally  evaluate  previously 
recorded  sites  in  terms  'of  their  potential  yield  of  more 
co  -r:icto  ir.forrr  r  \:  ~, 
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Previous  Work  in  Montana  Archaeology 

Nearly  all  the  few  sites  recorded  in  the  1940' s,  1950' s 
and  early  1960's  were  located  by  the  River  Basin  Surveys  in 
connection  with  construction  of  dams  such  as  the  Yellowtail, 
Canyon  Ferry,  Mborhead,  etc.  With  very  few  exceptions,  pri- 
marily in  the  Yellowtail  Reservoir  basin,  only  "minor"  sites 
were  recorded.  Nonetheless,  those  sites  which  have  not  been 
inundated,  and  those  which  are  inundated  except  at  low  water 
should  be  reevaluated  as  to  the  feasibility  and  potential 
productivity  of  further  testing,  excavation,  salvage,  and/or 
protection. 

In  1950,  Shumate  published  a  discussion  of  archaeology 
in  the  vicinity  of  Great  Falls  (Anthropology  and  Sociology 
Papers  #2,  copy  provided  for  BLM,  Billings  Office  files)  in 
which  he  referred  to  at  least  25  bison  kill  sites.   Only  a 
very  few  of  these  have  been  recorded,  and  many  have  very 
likely  been  since  destroyed  by  collectors,  farming  activities, 
and /or  erosion. 

The  Hellgate  survey,  conducted  in  1953  has  received 
little  or  no  follow-up  study.   Undoubtedly  several  of  the 
reported  sites  have  been  destroyed  or  disturbed  since  first 
recorded;  those  that  remain  need  to  be  relocated,  fully  re- 
corded, and  further  evaluated.  (See  Anthropology  and  Sociol- 
ogy Papers  3*16,  copy  provided  for  BLM,  Billings  Office  files). 

A  number  of  similar  minor  surveys  has  been  reported; 
however,  tii  j  in  for;.*;?,  t  ion  Drovidssd  bv  the  reports  is  insuf- 
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ficient  to  warrant  their  inclusion  here.    Instead,   attention 

r 

is  given  to  those  few  areas  in  which  recent  work  has  been  con- 
ducted and  for  which  adequate  reports  are  available. 

The  Pryor  fountain  area,  centering  in  T  7,8,  and  9  S 
and  R  26  and  27  E,  has  been  under  investigation  since  1968 
under  the  direction  of  Loendorf ,  now  of  the  University  of 
North  Dakota.   This  region  is  exceptionally  rich  in  terms  of 
the  number  and  variety  of  known  sites.   While  this  area  is 
outside  the  powerline  study  area  boundaries,  it  is  mentioned 
here  to  exemplify  the  richness  of  an  area  which  has  received 
systematic  professional  attention;  other  regions,  now  totally 
unknown,  may  be  fully  as  productive. 

In  the  early  1960's,  a  survey  of  the  upper  Yellowstone 
River  drainage  was  conducted  by   George  Arthur  and  later  pub- 
lished as  Agricultural  Economics  Research  Report  #26  of  the 
Montana  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  Bozeman.   Arthur 
found  evidence  of  Early  Period  utilization  of  this  area. 

Also  in  the  early  1960's  Lewis  Napton  surveyed  in  the 
Gallatin  area  (unpublished  M.A.  thesis,  U.  of  Montana,  Mis- 
soula). The  activities  of  Arthur  and  Napton  were  not  as  well 
coordinated  as  they  might  have  been  with  the  result  that  the 
two  occasionally  reported  the  same  sites  under  different  num- 
bers and,  equally  confusing,  sometimes  gave  the  same  number 
to  different  sites;  these  duplications  have  been  noted  in  the 

site  tabulations.

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A  large  proportion  of  the  reported  sites,  however,  lie  out- 
side the  study  area.       . 

Several  surveys  have  been  conducted,  since  1970,  in  the 
Colstrip  area.   These  have  been  noted  in  the  Colstrip  Study 
Area  report  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  in 
July  1974.   Additionally,  the  survey  reports  are  on  file  in 
the  Billings  office  of  the  B.L.M;  therefore,  to  avoid  further 
redundancy,  these  will  not  be  discussed  here. 

In  the  Decker  area,  a  small  survey  was  conducted  in  1971 
by  Dale  and  Lynn  Fredlund,  covering  Sec.  16,  and  portions  of 
Sees.  8,  9,  10,  15,  17,  and  21,  T9S?  R40E.   This  survey  pro- 
duced information  about  three  new  sites  and  the  miscellaneous 
find  of  an  Eden  (Early  Man)  point. 

In  the  Decker-Birney  area,  Loendorf  et  al  (copy  of  report 
on  file,  B.L.M. ,  Billings  office)  surveyed  portions  of  Big 
Horn,  Rosebud,  and  Powder  River  counties  which  were  subject  to 
leasing  for  coal  mining.   Haberman  (copy  of  report  on  file 
B.L.M.,  Billings  office)  participated  in  the  Decker-Birney 
study  and  reported  sites  not  included  in  Loendorf  et  al. 
This  study  was  conducted  through  a  review  of  the  literature 
and  files  on  area  resources,  and  a  spot  check  of  areas  in 
most  immediate  danger,  preparatory  to  an  assessment  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  task  of  location,  interpretation,  salvage,  or 
protection  of  archaeological  resources.   The  presently  avail- 
able report  of  Loendorf   et  al,  reporting  39  sites,  in  con- 
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Davis'  Wolf  Mountain  project  on  the  Crow  Reservation, 
consisted  of  a  "hotspot  check"  of  132  square  miles  of  rela- 
tively remote  country.   A  copy  of  his  report  is  on  file  at 
the  B.L.M.  Billings  office.   Working  within  a  time  limit  and 
with  minimal  personnel,  Davis  reported  70  sites;  no  doubt, 
many  more  remain  to  be  discovered,  and  the  majority  of  those 
known  require  further  work. 

In  1973,  a  spot-check  survey  of  the  Ashland  Division  of 
the  Custer  National  Forest  (Beckes  1974,  copy  of  report  on 
file,  B.L.M. ,  Billings  office)  yielded  information  on  some 
87  sites.   A  follow-up  survey  of  the  northern  portion  of  the 
Ashland  Division,  due  east  of  the  Colstrip  area,  is  under 
way  in  the  summer  of  1974. 

have  been  recorded  were  discovered  by  amateur  archaeologists 
(amateur  used  here  to  refer  to  those  who  are  interested  and 
talented  observers  and  who  do  not  practice  archaeology  as  a 
profession).   A  number  of  these  has  been  ably  reported  in 
the  publication  of  the  Montana  Archaeological  Society. 
Analysis  and  Interpretation 

Since  the  publication  of  Mulloy's  "Outline"  in  1958, 
only  four  attempts  to  interpret  archaeological  data  on  a 
regional  basis  have  been  made.   All  these  are  ecologically 
oriented  and  differ  in  size  and  type  of  area  considered, 
parameters  used  in  analysis  and  conclusions  reached,  rredlund 
fs^'orc'/  p.t\   int  ^roro?  tat  ion  ba'^d  w^t;  "Tr''",.t^r-"rrv  r^ 
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which  facilitated  successful  exploitation  of  the  game.   Man, 
the  predator,  lived  primarily  in  the  sandstone  ridges  and 
Tonderosa  zones  from  which  he  could  observe  game  in  the  open 
valleys. 

Haberman  noted  that  Late  Prehistoric  sites  tended  to  be 
located  in  the  lower  elevations,  whereas  Late  Middle  Prehis- 
toric sites  are  more  frequently  found  on  ridge  tops,  on  buttes, 
or  near  the  heads  of  canyons;  most  exceptions  to  this  pattern 
were  thought  to  be  the  result  of  other,  unidentified,  over- 
riding needs,  such  as  the  need  for  defense.   Haberman  re- 
lated these  differences  in  site  location  directly  to  acqui- 
sition of  the  horse,  with  the  attendant  changes  in  methods 
of  hunting,  population  size,  etc. 

Beckes  attempted  a  computer  correlation  of  various  fac- 
tors related  to  site  type,  location,  time  period,  etc.,  on 
the  basis  of  ecozones  in  the  Ashland  Division  of  the  Custer 
National  Forest. 

Loendorf,  whose  interpretive  analysis  preceded  the  three 
above,  also  correlated  site  type  with  various  ecological  zones 
and  human  needs. 

None  of  these  analytic  and  interpretive  studies  was  in- 
tended to  replace  Mulloy's  outline;  rather  each  was  an  attempt 
to  bring  some  measure  of  organization  to  the  data  at  hand.  All 
four  authors  recognized  that  the  basic  data  were  limited  and 
biased  and,  in  each  case,  interpretive  statements  were  tent- 
ative.  The  old  refrain,  "more  work  needs  to  be  done"  is  no- 
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SIGNIFICANT  SITES  IN  MONTANA: 
AN  ILLUSTRATED '^SAMPLE 

A  word  about  "significance" 

There  are  at  least  three  obvious  types  of  "signif icance" 
which  can  be  attributed  to  an  archaeological  site:  1 )  it  may- 
be large  and/or  spectacular;  2)  it  may  be  well  known  by  vir- 
tue of  intensive  or  extensive  study  and  publication;  3)  it 
may  have  been  of  aboriginal  importance,  irrespective  of  types 
1  and  2.   A  bison  kill  ("buffalo  jump")  site  may  be  large 
and  spectacular,  but  it,  after  all,  represents  one  phase  of 
aboriginal  life;  in  fact,  it  represents  one  part  of  the 
quest  for  food  and  raw  materials.   Not  all  bison  kill  sites 
are  significant  in  the  same  sense;  a  small  one  in  an  unusual 
location,  perhaps  at  the  fringes  of  the  Plains,  may  be  more 
informative  than  a  large  one  which  was  used  extensively  dur- 
ing a  period  of  100  years  and  which  contains  thousands  of 
projectile  points  of  the  same  general  type. 

I'fost  of  the  information  in  our  possession  at  present 
deals  with  significance,  if  at  all,  in  the  sense  of  items  1 
and  2  above;  it  is  the  third  type  which  is  most  obscure  and 
of  greatest  importance  to  the  study  of  prehistory  through 
archaeology.  To  arrive  at  that  goal,  much  more  information 
is  needed  about  all  types  of  sites,  large  and  small,  and  in 
all  possible  locations.  Following  the  accumulation  of  ful- 
lest possible  information,  further  interpretive  attempts  of 
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focus  the  picture  of  prehistoric  man  in  Montana 

.  f 
Selection  of  sites  for  discussion 

To  a  great  extent,  selection  of  sites  to  be  discussed 
in  this  section  has  been  artibrary,  based  primarily  upon  the 
amount  of  available  descriptive  and  illustrative  material. 
A  few,  such  as  the  MacHaffie,  Wilsall,  Kobold  sites  and 
Pictograph  Cave  (pp.  212-218)  are  highly  important  strati- 
fied sites  which  have  produced  information  about  the  elusive 
early  periods.   The  Stark-Lewis  and  Power s~Yonkee  sites  are 
included  in  this  section  as  stratified  sites,  though  their 
occupation  apparently  began  slightly  later. 

The  bison  kill  sites  discussed  (pp.  221-227)  represent 
some  of  the  better  known  ones  in  various  portions  of  the 
state.   The  Hagen  and  Ash  Coulee  sites  (pp.  228-230),  both 
outside  and  east  of  the  study  area,  are  Late  Prehistoric 
occupations  which  shed  some  light  on  the  westward  expansion 
of  previously  agricultural  peoples. 

Rock  art,  in  caves,  rock  shelters,  and  on  open  rock 
faces,  are  over-represented  here  (pp.  231-251)  partly  due 
to  the  fact  that  Conner,  who  has  an  active  intrerst  in  rock 
art  sites,  has  provided  excellent  reports  and  a  large  number 
of  illustrations.   Pictograph  and  petroglyph  sites  are  most 
fragile,  irrespective  of  vandalism;  weathering  will  eventual- 
ly destroy  all  but  the  most  protected.   Full  recording  and 
protection  of  these  sites  are  urgently  needed.

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only  one  is  discussed  here  (p.  252).  The  age  of  any  lodge 
is  thought  not  to  exceed  200  years,  thus  those  which  remain 
partially  standing  are  of  very  Late  Prehistoric  or  Historic 
origin. 

Several  fortification  sites  are  also  known;  the  Split 
Rock  site  (p.  254)  may  be  the  most  complex  and  atypical. 
1-fontana  can  boast  few  medicine  wheels;  the  best  known  is  the 
Fort  Smith  Medicine  Wheel  (p.  258).   Among  the  more  intriguing 
cultural  features  in  Montana  is  the  so-called  DeSmet  Cross 
(p.  261).

The  MacHaffie  site,  excavated  under  the  direction  of 
Forbis  in  1951,  ls  one  of  the  few  known  and  investigated 
early  man  sites  in  fontana. 

The  lowest  of  the  three  oultural  strata  yielded  a 
fluted  Olovis  and  Folsom  comples,  elsewhere  dated  at  10,000 
years  ago  and  earlier,  snub-nosed  scrapers,  knife  fragments 
fragmented  animal  bone,  but  no  bone  tools  and  no  human  re- 
mains. 

The  second  cultural  layer  yielded  Scottsbluff  points, 
scrapers,  knives,  choppers,  and  other  tools  typical  of  a  ' 
hunting-gathering  people.   Forbis  and  Sperry  (1952)  saw  a 
strong  resemblance  of  the  Scottsbluff  layer  at  the  MacHaffie 
site  to  the  Lime  Creek  site  in  Nebraska. 

The  top  oultural  stratum  showed  a  variety  of  lithio 
materials;  among  point  types,  the  small  triangular  notched 
and  unnotched  types  predominated.   Other  artifacts  were  si.-

The  Wilsall  Site  was  reported  by  D.  Taylor  as  "an 
exercise  in  frustration".   The  Clovis  points  and  other 
materials,  including  human  skeletal  materials,  80  or  90 
other  projectile  points,  and  antler  fleshers,  were  re- 
moved from  their  buried  context  and  many  items  confis- 
cated; then  the  site  was  reburied.   All  this  occurred 
prior  to  any  professional  investigation. 

Follow-up  attempts  to  re-establish  stratigraphic  con- 
text were  unsuccessful,  for  the  original  discoverers  had 
apparently  found  and  removed  everything  of  potential 
diagnostic  value.

Although  the  site  had  been  extensively  dug  into  prior 
to  Frison's  systematic  excavation  in  1968,  enough  remained 
undisturbed  to  permit  identification  of  four  major  cultural 
components.   This  provided  some  much-needed  time  depth  for 
Montana  archaeology. 

Level  I,  the  lowest,  showed  no  use  of  the  site  as  a 
bison  kill;  it  yielded  a  few  corner-notched  points  and  other 
lithic  remains.   Estimated  dates  for  this  level  are  3000  to 
35oo  B.C.,  possibly  earlier. 

Level  II,  directly  above,  was  estimated  by  Frison  to 
represent  Early  Middle  Prehistoric  times,  around  2500  to 
3000  B.C.  and,  from  ages  of  the  bison  represented,  to  be 
an  autumn  drive. 

Level  III,  thicker  but  containing  fewer  bones  than 
Level  II,  was  thought  to  represent  a  long  span  of  use.  Diag- 
nostic points  are  corner-notched  types  of  the  Late  Kiddle 
Period. 

Level  IV  represented  Late  Prehistoric  times  and  is  ap- 
parently associated  with  drive  lines.   Diagnostic  projectile 
points  were  of  the  side-notched  variety.   In  the  top  of  the 
stratum  were  14  pottery  sherds  of  the  Mand  an/Hid  a  tsa  tradi- 
tion, probably  representing  pre-horse  Crow  peoples.   The 
discernible  drive  lanes  are  considered  to  be  associated  with 
this  level. 
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evidence  of  sporadic  occupation,  probably  associated  with 

bison  driving  during  the  latest  use  of  the  site.   Petro- 
glyphs,  some  of  which  apparently  represent  authentic  abo- 
riginal works,  were  also  found  on  the  bluff  below  the  jump- 
off. 

The  Kobold  site  thus  represents  some  3500  to  4000  years 
of  occupation,  beginning  with  the  "altithermal"  and  ending 
in  late  Prehistoric  times.

This  site,  designated  as  a  National  Historic  Landmark 
in  1964,  consists  of  three  caves  near  Billings  which  have 
been  known  since  at  least  1904  and  variously1  called  Heiro 
glyphic  Caves,  Indian  Caves,  and  Pictograph  Caves.  The 
caves  are  located  in  a  U-shaped  rincon  known  as  Empty  Gulch. 

Reportedly,  the  cliffs  around  the  caves  were  once  dec- 
orated with  many  pictographs;  by  the  time  of  excavation,  how- 
ever, the  remaining  motifs  were  red  and  black,  the  others 
lost  to  weathering  and/or  vandalism.   Mully  recorded  106 
sets  of  pictographs  (figs.  42-55,  pp.  126-139),  including 
horses,  bows  and  arrows,  spears  and  lances,  bison,  deer,  birds, 
tipis,  and  many  other  designs. 

In  1936,  several  hearths  were  exposed  in  Pictograph  cave. 
Subsequently,  W.P.A.  funds  permitted  excavation  which  was 
continued  under  the  supervision  of  Sayre  and,  after  1940, 
Kulloy.   Mulloy  reported  the  site  in  his  well-known  publica- 
tion, A  Preliminary  Historical  Outline  for  the  Northwestern 
Plains. 

Before  excavation,  Pictograph  Cave  was  10  ft.  high,  45 
ft.  deep,  and  160  ft.  wide;  it  was  estimated  to  have  been  as 
much  as  75  ft.  high  before  deposition. 

The  deepest  cultural  evidence  uncovered  at  Pictograph 
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materials,  23  ft.  from  the  pre- excavation  surface.   Culture- 
bearing  strata  above  this  layer  were  designated  I  (Middle 
Period)  through  IV  (historic). 

Ghost  Cave  was  apparently  occupied  less  often  and  over 
a  much  shorter  time  perios.   This  cave  is  100  ft.  wide,  50 
ft.  deep  and,  before  deposition,  probably  50  ft.  high.   It 
was  excavated  to  a  depth  of  35  ft.,  though  only  the  upper 
7  ft.  were  productive  of  cultural  materials,  all  of  Late 
Prehistoric  Period. 

Middle  Cave,  40  ft.  long,  9  ft.  deep,  with  the  ceiling 
and  floor  sloping  sharply  to  the  back,  apparently  was  never 
occupied. 
^  Pictograph  and  Ghost  caves  yielded  human  skeletal  re- 

mains totaling  6  adults  and  3  children. 

A  museum  was  built  in  Empty  Gulch,  in  1939,  for  display 
of  recovered  artifacts.   The  site  was  vandalized  in  1942, 
many  articles  stolen  from  the  displays  and  the  museum  gutted 
by  fire.  (It  is  said  that  most  of  the  thousands  of  artifacts 
recovered  from  the  excavations  have  found  their  way  into 
private  collections.)   In  1972,  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game 
Department  undertook  restoration  of  the  site,  including  re- 
moval of  spray  paint  from  the  pictographs;  it  is  now  an  at- 
tractive monument  despite  the  fact  that  pictographs  have  been 
vandalized  and  much  cultural  material  illegally  appropriated 
and  probably  lost  forever.    Much  of  the  information,  however, 
is  preserved  in  Mulloy's  fine  report.

The  Powers-Yonkee  site,  excavated  by  members  of  the 
Sheridan  Chap,  of  the  Wyoming  Archaeological  Society,  is 
located  only  as  "a  few  miles  east  of  Decker  t-fontana". 

The  major  diagnostic  features  are  evidence  of  a  bison 
trapping  corral,  iMcKean  variant  projectile  points,  and 
bison  remains  identified  as  transitional  from  Bison  antiquus 
to  B_.  bison. 

Charcoal  associated  with  bison  bone  and  artifaces  was 
C-14  dated  at  4450  +125  years  B.P.  (before  present,  i.e.  1950).

Stratified  cultural  materials,  to  a  depth  of  at  least 
6  ft.,  were  exposed  by  erosion  of  a  vertical  bank  along  a 
dry  wash.   The  site  was  partially  excavated  by  the  Billings 
Archaeological  Society. 

The  deepest  cultural  layer  exposed  contained  primarily 
bison  and  antelope  bone  associated  with  projectile  points 
diagnostic  of  the  Late  Middle  Period.   From  charcoal  in 
this  stratum,  a  radiocarbon  date  of  1720+80  years  (A.D.230) 
was  obtained.   On  the  basis  of  typological  similarities, 
Feyhl  tentatively  estimated  the  time  span  from  1300  B.C.  to 
A.D.  900. 

Feyhl  noted  that  the  excavation  was  not  taken  to  bed 
rock  and  that  the  site  may  contain  deeper  cultural  materials, 
Further  work  is  required  before  this  site  can  be  considered 
fully  investigated.

This  is  a  rather  spectacular  bison  kill  site  south  of 
Logan  Montana;  it  has  also  been  previously  known  as  the 
Logan  Buffalo  Jump. 

The  "jump"  cliff  is  a  30-ft.  vertical  drop,  below  which 
there  is  a  talus  slope  of  some  150  ft.,  and  another  200  ft, 
of  more  gradual  slope  to  a  dry  streambed. 

A  few  bones  were  found  at  the  base  of  the  cliff;  more 
were  found  at  the  base  of  the  talus  where  the  animals  had 
apparently  rolled  after  falling  over  the  cliff.   The  oc- 
cupation area,  with  numerous  tipi  rings,  artifacts,  bone, 
and  a  few  potsherds,  lay  at  the  bottom  of  the  draw,  some 
500  ft.  from  the  base  of  the  cliff. 

On  a  hilltop,  about  1/2  mile  north  of  the  jump,  are 
many  tipi  rings  and  chipping  flakes  of  opalized  wood,  and 
two  large  rock  piles  which  have  been  vandalized.

This  site,  which  has  also  been  called  the  "Muddy  Creek 
Jump"  has  not  received  sufficient  attention  to  permit  an 
evaluation  of  its  importance.   Despite  the  landowner's  ob- 
jections, it  is  subject  to  "potting"  though  it  is  somewhat 
protected  by  its  reputation  for  a  low  yield  of  "arrowheads", 
The  site  was  tested  by  Arthur  in  1957;  he  suggested  that  it 
is  important  for  its  potential  information  about  butchering 
practices. 

A  low  cliff,  about  15  ft.  high  along  the  south  side  of 
Muddy  Creek,  and  an  occupation  area  opposite  the  jump,  com- 
prise the  main  features  of  the  site.   The  bone  deposit  con- 
sists of  two  strata  separated  by  10  in.  of  coarse  black 
dirt.   The  deposit  lacks  evidence  of  burning  such  as  is 
found  in  larger  "jump"  sites. 

Six  skulls  were  recovered,  each  with  a  hole  in  the 
frontal,  between  the  horns,  presumably  for  removal  of  the 
brain.   Vertebrae  and  ribs  were  found  in  articulation;  the 
position  of  bones  in  the  top  layer  suggested  to  Arthur  that 
they  had  been  thrown  there. 

It  was  thought  that  each  of  the  two  layers  represented 
a  single  occupation;  the  top  stratum  yielded  small  side- 
notched  points 

On  the  cliff  above  the  bone  deposit  are  small  rock 
piles  which  rzy   be  Dart  of  the  drive  lane-. 
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The  occupation  area  has  been  disturbed  by  farming;  how- 
ever, many  artifacts  have  been' recovered.   Arthur  thought 
that  some  of  these  represented  a  cultural  horizon  pre-dat- 
ing  the  use  of  "jumps";  he  found  no  artifacts  in  the  occu- 
pation area  which  would  undeniably  associate  contemporaneous 
use  of  the  occupation  area  and  the  kill  site.   Arthur  noted 
that  the  two  may  have  nothing  in  common  other  than  physical 
proximity. 

More  intensive  study  of  this  site  should  be  undertaken.

The  major  features  of  this  bison  kill  site,  10  miles  west 
of  Great  Falls,  are  a  south-facing  cliff  with  a  30-ft.  drop 
and  an  extensive  midden  deposit.   In  1947,  the  upper  bone 
deposit  was  bulldozed  out  for  fertilizer.  Below  the  main  bone 
deposit  was  a  smaller  basin  containing  shattered  bone,  prob- 
ably crushed  for  the  extraction  of  marrow  and  grease.   Around 
the  edge  of  the  smaller  basin  were  remains  of  many  fire  hearths, 

On  either  side  of  the  main  "jump",  small  bone  deposits 
are  found;  these  probably  represent  individual  drives  which 
may  or  may  not  have  been  used  intentionally. 

On  the  plateau,  northeast  of  the  jump  cliff,  are  24  tipi 
rings  ranging  from  15  to  24  ft.  in  diameter.  At  the  base  of 
the  slope,  tipi  rings  are  scarce. 

In  addition  to  some  180  projectile  points,  mostly  of  the 
small  side-notched  type  or  small  triangular,  Shumate  recov- 
ered fragments  of  tubular  steatite  pipes  and  a  few  pottery 
sherds. 

The  campsite  associated  with  the  jump  lies  on  both  sides, 
at  the  base  of  the  slope,  and  extends  about  1/4  mile  in 
either  direction.   The  area  shows  many  signs  of  extensive 
occupation,  with  many  superposed  hearths;  there  are  either 
plain  or  shallow  basins  and  usually  covered  or  encircled  by 
stones.

All  low  spots  in  the  camp  area  contained  refuse  de- 
posits of  fragmented  bone  and  rock. 

Shumate  noted  that  this  site  has  never  been  properly- 
investigated  and  that  the  projectile  points  are  primarily 
from  the  upper  bone  deposit  and  camp  area.   He  estimated 
that  the  site  may  have  been  used  with  increasing  frequency 
from  about  A.D.  900. 

About  1/3  mile  to  the  west  is  another  small  jump, 
covered  with  large  amounts  of  fallen  rock;  and  about  a  mile 
north  is  still  another,  medium-sized  jump  which  faces  north. 

Shumate  observed  that  the  frequency  of  jumps  on  opposite 
sides  of  a  plateau  is  too  high  to  be  coincidental,  and  sug- 
gested that  the  smaller  ones  were  alternates  to  be  used 
when  the  prevailing  wind  direction  changed.

According  to  Shumate,  there  are  at  least  25  bison  kill 
sites  in  the  vicinity  of  Great  Falls.   To  date,  only  a  few 
of  these  have  been  fully  recorded;  many  can  never  be  record- 
ed because  the  enthusiastic  and  efficient  endeavors  of  pot- 
hunters have  depleted  them  almost  entirely.   Others  have 
been  demolished,  the  bone  deposits  removed  for  fertilizer, 
and  others  have  been  disturbed  or  destroyed  by  agriculture. 

In  his  1950  paper,  Shumate  referred  to  the  following 
kill  sites,  most  of  which  should  be  re-located,  reported  as 
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1)  South  of  the  town  of  Sun  River,  a  small,  a  small  kill 
almost  completely  exhausted  by  collectors;  another 
an  estimated  1/2  mile  upstream  on  the  Sun  River; 

2)  South  of  Ulm,  about  6  miles,  in  Castner  Coulee; 

3)  Six  miles  northeast  of  Cascade,  near  the  south  bank 
of  the  Missouri  River; 

4)  Buffalo  traps,  probably  represending  an  older  horizon, 
are  found  between  Simms  and  Fort  Shaw  near  the  Sun 
River  /24CA1010,  the  only  site  recorded  in  this  vi- 
cinity, may  be  one  to  which  Shumate  referred/; 

5)  In  the  general  area,  about  6  miles  south  of  Great 
Falls,  along  the  Missouri  River. 

/The  recent  (summer  1974)  work  of  L.B.  Davis  and  his 
crew  from  Montana  State  University,  may  have  resulted 
in  recording  some  of  the  sites  to  which  Shumate  re- 
f ered/. 

From  Shumate's  conclusions: 

The  area  around  Great  Falls,  Montana  had  an  un- 
usually dense  population.   Abundant  game,  coupled  with 
the  fact  that  it  was  at  the  edge  of  the  Great  Plains, 
where  the  Sun  River,  the  Missouri  River,  and  the  Smith 
River  emerged  from  the  mountains  insured  that  it  would 
be  a  locality  of  great  importance  to  the  aborigines. 
All  three  of  the  rivers  gave  entranceways  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains  where  game  besides  antelope  and  bison  could 
be  obtained. . .between  two  great  cultural  domains — the 
Plains  and  the  Rocky  Mountains — it  does  not  mean  that 
the  population  was  sparse,  nor  the  culture  necessarily 
meagre.   Indeed,  it  seems  to  actually  have  been  an 
economic  center  for  this  region,  just  as  it  is  today 
in  Montana  (1950:24)

These  bison  kill  sites  on  the  Crow  Reservation  and  on 
land  belonging  to  the  State  of  Montana  were  called  "where 
men  got  their  meat"  by  the  Crow.   They  were  described  by 
Conner  as  a  group  of  jumps  within  two  or  three  miles  of  the 
Yellowtail  Dam  and  "probably  the  largest,  best  preserved, 
and  most  compact  group  of  unvandalized  buffalo  jumps  in 
North  America".   He  recommended  that  they  should  be  placed 
under  protective  jurisdiction,  but  this  has  not  yet  been 
done.   He  noted  that  non- Indians  have  been  given  right-of-way 
to  pass  near  these  sites  and  it  may  be  expected  that  they 
will  be  vandalized,  with  the  resultant  loss  of  scientific 
evidence.   Undisturbed,  they  retain  a  high  potential  for 
field  research,  preservation,  and  interpretation.   As  of 
1964, none  had  been  tested;  presumably,  as  of  1974,  they  re- 
main undisturbed,   Ethnographically,  these  sites  have  been 
referred  to  by  Joseph  Medicine  Crow  in  the  Symposium  on 
Buffalo  Jumps,  Memoir  No.  1  of  the  Montana  Archaeological 
Society. 

The  location  of  these  sites  is  considered  confidential 
information,  to  be  released  only  to  qualified  persons  and 
under  careful  control.

The  Hagen  site  is  a  single-component  Late  Prehistoric 
village  on  top  of  the  bluff  overlooking  the  Yellowstone. 
Excavated  in  1938,  the  site  revealed  remains  of  one 
earth  lodge,  a  circular  mount,  and  20  cache  pits.   The 
lodge  was  a  circular  pole-and-earth  structure,  approximately 
16  ft.  in  dia.,  with  packed  blackened  floor,  central  fire- 
hearth,  and  two  interior  roof  supports.   Around  the  perimeter 
clay,  suggestive  of  jacal  work,  was  found.   Though  small, 
this  was  viewed  as  a  generalized  Plains  earth  lodge,  periph- 
eral to  the  more  stylized  form  farther  east. 

The  mount,  almost  perfectly  circular,  was  45  ft.  in 
dia.,  2  ft.  high,  level  on  top  with  well-defined  edges  a- 
round  the  top  and  bottom.   It  was  constructed,  apparently 
in  one  operation,  of  humus,  clay  silt,  sand  and  gravel, 
and  mixed  with  fragments  of  pottery,  animal  and  human  bone, 
and  artifacts.   Many  of  the  human  bones  were  skull  fragments 
and  mandibles;  some  of  the  latter  showed  deep  striations 
suggesting  violent  disarticulation  using  a  stone  implement. 

The  20  cache  pits  were  of  two  types.   Most  common  was 
vaguely  cylindrical,  round-bottomed,  mud -plastered,  approx- 
imately 3  ft.  in  dia.  and  3  ft.  deep.   The  other  type,  also 
plastered,  was  larger— up  to  6  ft.  deep,  5  ft.  in  dia., 
with  the  neck  constricted  to  2\   ft.

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The  similarity  to  Mandan-Hidatsa  cultural  manifestations 
suggest  that  this  is  a  Late  Prehistoric  Crow  site.

The  Ash  Coulee  site  is  a  shallow,  late  Prehistoric 
occupation  investigated  in  1936.   Because  the  field  notes 
were  unaccountably  lost,  Mulloy's  report  was  based  primar- 
ily on  information  from  the  investigator  and  on  the  Montana 
Archaeological  Survey  collections  from  the  site. 

Most  of  the  recovered  projectile  point  types  were  of 
the  side-notched  variety;  second  most  common  were  triangular 
corner-notched  points.   A  number  of  blades,  scrapers,  and 
flakes,  possible  bison  rib  knife  handles,  bone  awls,  bone 
beads,  unworked  shell  fragments,  and  pottery,  were  also  re- 
covered. 

These  materials,  though  few,  shed  some  light  on  the 
westward  movement  of  ceramic-agricultural  peoples  into  the 
northwestern  Plains  and  mountain  regions  where  they  gradual- 
ly abandoned  agriculture  and  adopted  a  nomadic  hunting  way 
of  life  in  late  Prehistoric  times. 

Mulloy  noted  that,  although  several  groups  participated 
in  this  migration,  more  is  known  of  the  Crow,  who  left  the 
Hidatsa  and  eventually  found  their  way  to  the  Yellowstone. 

Although,  alone,  the  materials  from  the  Ash  Coulee  site 
are  too  few  to  be  diagnostic,  the  collection  does  add  sig- 
nificantly to  information  from  the  Hagen  Site-- twenty  miles 
downstream  on  the  Yellowstone.

Two  small  limestone  caves  on  Blacktail  Mountain  have 
been  locally  known  for  many  years.   Both  are  easily  acces- 
sible, one  just  above  the  talus  slope,  the  other  about 
100  ft.  higher  on  the  mountain.   Both  open  to  the  south- 
west and  command  a  good  view  of  the  Gallatin  valley  to  the 
Spanish  Peaks  on  the  south  and  the  Tobacco  Rood  Mountains 
on  the  west.

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The  lower,  and  smaller,  cave  contains  picto graphs  some 
of  which  are  in  very  good  condition;  others  are  fading  with 
age.   In  both  caves,  Dictographs  represent  at  least  two  dif- 
ferent ages;  this  interpretation  is  based  on  style  and 
color.   Although  some  motifs  in  the  two  caves  are  similar, 
the  upper  one  contains  more  representing  people  and  animals, 

The  upper  cave  is  12  to  15  ft.  wide  and  20  to  25  ft. 
deep.   The  floor  slopes  toward  the  front.   Deposits  are  12 
to  22  inches  deep,    perhaps  deeper  in  spots.   A  cistince 
fire  rslftC?  lies  ne^.r  thrt  r^~Qi-,i-   r\?

There  is  no  known  source  of  living  water  near  the 
caves;  Niven  (1958)  suggested  that  they  may  have  been  used 
in  the  early  spring  when  snow  covered  the  ground. 

Both  caves  showed  a  small  amount  of  digging,  but  the 
disturbance  does  not  appear  extensive.   Testing  by  Napton, 
in  1966,  yielded  little:  2  glass  beads  (est.  date  of  1830), 
in  the  upper  cave,  and  a  jasper  flake  in  the  lower.   Napton 
also  found  little  or  no  evidence  of  utilization  of  the  can- 
yon floor.

The  Robison  rock  shelter  is  located  on  the  west  side 
of  Sixteenmile  Creek;  it  is  difficult  to  locate  and  access 
is  dangerous  so  that  one  is  well  advised  to  go  in  with  a 
guide.   The  shelter  is  approximately  25  ft.  wide  and  an 
average  of  10  ft.  deep;  the  roof  is  about  15  ft.  high  at 
the  front,  sloping  to  3  ft.  at  the  rear. 

Several  dozen  paintings  are  found  on  the  ceiling,  over 
an  area  of  8%  by  10  ft,  and  on  the  walls.   These  are  in 
varying  stages  of  preservation.   While  they  have  been  photo- 
graphed, they  should  receive  a  more  thorough  investigation 
toward  sorting  out  relationships,  superpositions,  styles, 
etc. 

A  test  trench  uncovered  a  concentration  of  charcoal 
about  18  in.  below  the  surface  and  3^  ft.  from  the  back 
wall.

The  north  panel  (not  illustrated)  is  about  5  ft.  from 
present  ground  level;  it  is  so  badly  weathered  that  many 
motifs  are  unintelligible. 

All  pictographs  in  the  west-facing  south  panel  are  7  ft, 
above  ground  level.   The  snouted  figures  (next  page)  are 
distinctive  and  unique  to  this  site. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  dating,  and  fluidity  of  movement 
of  Protohistoric  Indians,  no  cultural  affiliation  can  be 
assigned  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  Musselshell  drainage  are  numerous  known  sites, 
including  many  other  pictographs,  tipi  rings,  and  bison 
kill  sites.   Within  two  miles  of  24WL401  are  two  other  pic- 
tograph  sites — Owl  Canyon  (24WL402)  and  the  Cavill  Picto- 
graphs.

The  site  consists  of  three  pictographs  and  one  petro- 
glyph  on  the  sandstone  face  of  an  overhang  near  the  base  of 
the  cliff.

Just  below  the  pictographs  was  a  bone  deposit  rapidly 
eroding  from  the  Alkali  Creek.  This  deposit  was  tested  by 
Loendorf;  final  report  is  pending. 

The  low  position  of  the  pictographs,  8  to  24  in.  above 
ground  level,  may  indicate  that  these  pre-date  the  deposit. 
Other  pictographs  are  reported  some  70  to  100  ft.  south  of  t 
the  bone  deposit. 

Loendorf  noted  that  this  site  may  be  important  for  its 
central  location  in  relationship  to  other  historic  and  pre- 
historic sites.   To  the  west  is  the  "Place  of  the  Skulls", 
Yellowstone  Kelly's  grave,  Soothill  Cemetery,  and  Face  of 
the  Rims  (24YL407);  to  the  east  is  the  Billings  Bison  Trap 
(24YL422);  and  to  the  south  is  the  Indian  Rock  Petroglyph 
site.   Loendorf    also  suggested  that  the  Jones  and  Immell 
massacre  of  1823  may  have  occurred  here.   This  area  was  an 
Indian  trail  and  a  buffalo  trail;  and  the  Crow  are  known  to 
have  camped  some  300  yd.  south  of  the  shelter.   There  may 
have  been  a  crossing  600  yd.  to  the  southeast  and  another  at 
the  confluence  of  Bitter  Creek  with  the  Yellowstone. 

Further,  Loendorf  noted,  the  "Indian  Caves"  are  just 
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up  the  Bitter  Creek;  and  there  are  reports  of  petroglyph 
and  vision  quest  sites  on  the  cliffs  above  the  Yellowstone 
to  the  southeast.

Low  on  the  back  wall  and  under  shelves  formed  by  sandstone 
layers,  are  black  pictographs  most  of  which  are  seriously 
weathered.   Those  which  were  recorded  are  difficult  to  de- 
cipher except  one  which  appears  to  be  a  bird  with  very  short 
tailf eathers. 

Excavation  revealed  a  single  cultural  layer  containing 
four  fire  basins,  from  14  tO  30  in.  in  diameter  and  from  4 
to  7  in.  deep. 

Nineteen  of  20  classifiable  projectile  points  were  of 
the  side-notched  type  diagnostic  of  Late  Prehistoric  or 
early  Historic  cultures.   A  few  knives  and  scrapers,  pieces 
of  antler,  worked  bone,  a  bead,  bone  scrap  representing  parts 
of  no  more  than  six  animals,  and  pottery  sherds  of  the  Man- 
dan-  Hidatsa-Crow  tratition  were  also  recovered.

It  was  constructed  of  78  poles,  ranging  from  3/4  to  8% 
in.  in  diameter,  the  average  being  about  2  in.   Poles  range 
to  20  ft.  long,  averaging  about  15  ft.   Estimated  original 
size  of  the  lodge,  before  partial  collapse  and  settling  due 
to  rotting  of  the  bases  of  the  poles,  is  18  ft.  (N-S)  and 
20  ft.  (E-W)  inside  diameter,  and  probably  15  or  more  feet 
high  at  the  apex.   Eleven  of  the  poles  show  axe  or  knife 

marks . 

Just  inside  the  door,  and  covering  about  1/3  of  the  in- 
terior floor,  is  a  series  of  slabs  of  bark  viiich  seem  to 
have  been  deliberately  placed.   A  small,  unprepared  fire- 
hearth  is  placed  near  the  original  center. 

Preliminary  dendro-dating  suggests  that  the  lodge  was 
probably  built  around  1865.   Glass  beads  of  the  type  recov- 
ered ordinarily  date  from  early  19th  Century.   A  gun  barrell. 
studied  by  Grey,  indicates  probable  manufacture  around  1850- 
1860,  but  possibly  earlier. 

Report  of  an  earlier,  but  undocumented,  observation  of 
the  site  indicates  that  a  fire  hearth  or  basin  was  found 
about  10  ft.  from  the  lodge  and  slightly  east  of  south,  dis- 
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moved.   Details  of  the  outside  firehearth  are  now  lost.

Placement  of  the  rock  structures,  and  consideration  of 
the  locale,  essentially  eliminate  the  probability  that  these 
were  hunting  blinds,  eagle-pits,  or  vision  quest  structures. 
The  more  likely  interpretation,  which  is  supported  by  ethno- 
historic  and  historic  evidence,  is  that  they  served  as  forti- 
fications. 

Whether  the  hearths  and /or  tipi  rings  were  used  at  the 
same  time  is  an  open  question.

After  a  young  Crow  Indian  boy  fell  into  a  campfire  and 
burned  his  face,  he  was  called  Scar  Face,  Ugly  Face,  or 
Burnt  Face.   When  he  was  a  teenager,  he  left  the  camp  and 
was  later  all  but  forgotten.   ivbst  of  his  people  expected 
that  he  had  died  in  the  mountains. 

Years  later,  some  Crow  women,  who  had  escaped  from  their 
Sioux  cantors,  met  £>urnt  Face  on  their  way  back  to  the  Crow 


country.   After  s' 


•in?  the  winter  in  his  cave,  the  wor.sn 


wanted  to  complete  their  journey.   Burnt  Face  would  take 
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to  finish  a  ceremony.   When  he  returned,  he  brought  Sho- 

shoni  horses,  and  his  scars  had  disappeared.  Burnt  Face 
and  the  women,  one  of  whom  had  become  his  wife,  traveled 
to  the  Crow  village  which  was  in  the  lowlands  just  below 
the  feature  now  known  as  the  Fort  Smith  Medicine  Wheel. 

As  an  offering  for  having  lost  his  scars,  Burnt  Face 
constructed  the  medicine  wheel. 

It  is  also  held  by  the  Crow  that  Burnt  Face  also  built 
the  Big  Horn  Medicine  Wheel  in  Wyoming,  and  perhaps  another 
in  the  same  general  area.

In  Brown's  account,  he  noted  chat  none  of  the  spokes  is 
oriented  to  the  cardinal  directions  and  that  the  stones  com- 
prising the  wheel  are  less  deeply  embedded  in  the  ground 
than  other  stones  in  the  immediate  area.   No  associated  cul- 
tural remains  were  found. 

Brown  also  included  brief  descriptions  and  comparative 
remarks  about  the  Sun  River  Medicine  Wheel  in  Montana  and  the 
Big  Horn  Medicine  Wheel  in  Wyoming.

The  site  types  most  commonly  found  in  Montana  are:  stir- 
face  sites  (variously  termed  occupations,  campsites,  habita- 
tions, or  less  frequently,  simply  descriptively);  petrographs 
(collective  term  for  both  pictographs  and  petroglyphs);  stone 
circles  (tipi  rings  and  other  structures);  rock  alignments; 
bison  kill  sites  and  game  traps;  log  structures  (conical 
timbered  lodges);  log  and  sandstone  slab  structures;  vision 
quests;  lookouts;  quarries;  and  a  few  others  in  lesser  numbers. 
Surface  campsites 

Surface  manifestations  of  single  or  multiple  short-term 
occupations  are  the  most  frequently  represented  and  widely 
distributed  type  of  site  in  Montana.   They  are  found  in  all 
parts  of  the  state,  in  all  ecological  zones,  and  at  all  alti- 
tudes; about  any  spot  which  would  be  a  good  camping  site  to- 
day is  a  potential  site  location.   Additionally,  spots  which 
would  have  been  attractive  in  the  past,  such  as  near  now-ex- 
tinct springs,  dry  stream  courses,  etc.,  are  potential  site 
locations.   Because  the  size  of  the  group,  the  length  of  stay 
and  the  purpose  of  the  occupation  varied  widely,  the  amount 
and  type  of  cultural  rraterials  and  features  also  vary;  most 
often,  the  site  is  marked  by  chipping  debris,  broken  and  oc- 

i 

casional  complete  artifacts.   Only  rarely  are  such  cultural 
r^nifestations  as  h;;r'.  ..;..  -  -  •   ■• :   •-.•--.-..:  -.,_.. ,.;  ..... 
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discolored  earth,  or  localized  differences  in  the  flora  found; 
such  sites  were  occupied  over  too  short  a  time  and  too  in- 
frequently for  such  evidence  to  have  built  up. 

The  potential  for  retrieval  of  information  is  greatly- 
reduced  by  the  activity  of  collectors  who  remove  obvious  arti- 
facts and  artifact  fragments,  leaving  only  the  chipping  de- 
bris which  may  easily  be  overlooked.   For  this  reason,  an 
intensive  survey  of  any  area  should  include  interviews  with 
local  collectors  and  other  interested  people.   Examination  of 
private  collections  may  uncover  exceedingly  important  clues 
to  the  use  of  a  particular  site.   This  less-than- ideal  method 
of  recovering  raw  data  carries  obvious  hazards,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  hostility.   Further,  one  must  critically  evaluate 
the  quality  of  information  given  by  an  informant  as  to  his 
reliability;  this  is  especially  difficult  if  he  provides  all 
information  from  memory. 

It  is  crucial  that  the  individual  undertaking  the  task 
of  recovering  "second-hand"  archaeological  information  be  an 
experienced  interviewer  who  can  elicit  cooperation  without 
antagonizing  local  informants;  he  must  also  be  an  astute  judge 
of  people.   This  "live"  archaeology  is  much  more  challenging, 
in  many  ways;  individuals  sent  into  the  field  should  be  very 
carefully  selected. 
Stratified  and  buried  sites 

Archaeologists  are  severely  frustrated  by  the  dearth  of 
known  strstified  sit*?"  in  F-nnt"?"*"!    *•■/•»«»+■  ^r  t'*\~c-.-,   *-*.••» -,-«-,,/: 
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have  been  very  briefly  discussed  above  (p.  212-220).   These 
are  most  frequently  discovered  accidentally,  after  erosion 
has  exposed  them  in  a  cutbank,  along  a  roadcut,  or  during 
earth-moving  activity. 

The  potential  for  retrieval  of  information  from  a  sub- 
surface site  is  high,  given  sufficient  time  and  funds;  the 
problem  is  one  of  location.   Presumably,  intensive  surveys, 
especially  along  major  drainages,  will  result  in  the  loca- 
tion of  more  stratified  sites.   It  is  also  highly  possible 
that  others  will  be  discovered  in  the  course  of  earth-moving 
in  connection  with  mining  and  power  line  construction.   In 
such  cases,  potential  for  removal  of  information  and  exam- 
ination of  the  site  will  depend  upon  time  limitations.   If 
contractors  are  to  be  penalized  for  not  completing  a  project 
on  time,  they  most  assuredly  can  be  counted  on  to  ignore 
any  indications  of  a  site. 
Petrogratih  sites 

Pictographs  are  painted,  and  petroglyphs  are  scratched 
or  cut  into  rock  surfaces.   Petrographs  are  distributed 
throughout  the  Plains  where   suitable  surfaces  exist.   Most 
frequently,  they  are  found  on  south-facing  exposures  along 
waterways  and  travel  routes.   One  may  expect  to  find  petro- 
graphs at  the  bases  of  cliffs,  along  rock  ledges,  in  rock 
overhangs  and  shelters,  in  caves  and,  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  state,  on  large  boulders.   Occasionally,  rock  art  is 
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high  up  on  rock  walls  and  in  spots  which  are  accessible  only 
when  water  levels  are  low  in  late  summer.   A  number  of  more 
spectacular  pictographs  sites  has  been  discussed,  with  il- 
lustrations (pp.  231-251). 

Although  there  have  been  frequent  attempts  to  interpret 
petrographs,  most  elude  reliable  interpretation  for  the  sim- 
ple reason  that  many  of  the  motifs  meant  different  things  to 
different  tribal  groups.   Petrographs  are  practically  im- 
possible to  date;  in  1961,  Malouf  published  a  typology  of 
motifs  which  has  been  useful  for  establishing  loose  temporal 
relationships  but  which  was  not  intended  as  a  framework  for 
dating  either  the  designs  or  the  sites.   Neither  can  it  be 
used,  except  in  a  very  few  instances,  to  identify  the  authors 
of  the  designs. 

The  potential  for  retrieval  of  information  is  only 
moderately  high,  and  it  diminishes  with  each  passing  year. 
Although  vandalism  takes  a  modest  toll,  weathering  is  the 
most  serious  destructive  agent.   Sandstone,  which  was  dec- 
orated with  grooved  designs  because  it  was  soft  and  easy  to 
carve,  is  broken  down,  grain  by  grain,  by  wind  and  water. 
Painted  designs  do  not  penetrate  the- surface,  but  are  simply 
stuck  onto  the  surface  ancJ  similarly  removed  by  weathering. 
In  most  cases,  the  only  apparent  method  of  retrieval  is  com- 
plete and  accurate  recording;  occasionally,  it  may  be  feas- 
ible and  justifiable  to  remove  a  panel  for  storage  elsewhere.

Though 
no  further  work  is  recommended,  these  rrotifs  should 
be  more  fully  recorded,  possibly  by  sorr.e  direct 
orint  technicue,  for  future  co' irative  work. 
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which  has  not  been  adequately  tested  is  the  use  of  infra-red 
photography  for  pictographs.   While  this  requires  some  ex- 
perimentation, it  is  my  opinion  that  it  would,  in  the  long 
run,  be  less  expensive  and  much  more  precise,  than  hand  trac- 
ing of  motifs.   One  of  the  major  disadvantages  of  tracing  is 
that  all  lines  on  the  reproduction  are  likely  to  be  clear, 
whereas,  on  the  original,  differences  in  width,  intensity  of 
color,  etc.  may  exist.   Infra-red  photographs  have  the  added 
advantage  of  picking  up  lines  and  superpositions  which  are 
invisible  under  most  conditions  of  natural  light;  further, 
they  are  easily  stored  and  quickly  reproduced.   Petroglyphs, 
like  pictographs,  are  often  best  viewed  under  special  light- 
ing or  shading  conditions.   Several  methods  of  recording  by 
direct  print  or  by  rubbing  have  been  developed  and  used  with 
a  high  degree  of  success. 

Stone  circles 

The  term  "tipi  ring"  should  be  reserved  for  those  approx- 
imately regular  circles  of  stone  which  are  from  7  to  30  ft. 
in  diameter  and  which  represent  tipi  cover  weights.   Even  this 
limitation  can,  however,  include  rerrnants  of  other  structures. 

The  largest  numbers  of  tipi  rings  are  found  in  Wyoming, 
Montana,  the  Dakotas,  and  in  Canada.   They  are  common  in  the 
Missouri  River  drainage  east  of  the  continental  divide,  but 
are  rare  west  of  the  divide;  a  few  are  known  in  a  small  area 
around  Flathead  Lake. 
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24TT1001,  the  tipi  ring  shown  in  preceding  photos. 
Excavation  of  tipi  rings  is  rarely  productive  of 
subsurface  materials  or  structural  features,  as 
shown  in  this  view. 


Except  in  bad  weather,  cooking  was  done  outdoors;  if  an 
indoor  fire  was  used,  it  was  contained  in  a  U-shaped  rock  ar- 
rangement rather  than  a  circle.   This  is  most  usually  repre- 
sented by  a  disordered  cluster  of  rocks  near  the  center  of 
the  circle,  perhaps  showing  blackening  or  heat-cracking. 

A  tipi  ring  site  may  contain  from  one  to  several  rings; 
a  few  consist  of  a  hundred  or  more.   The  larger  can~DS  with 
larter  rin-s  are  thought  to  postdate  acquisition  of  the  horse;

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are  usually  found  along  main  routes  of  travel,  near  water, 
fuel,  and  good  hunting  areas,  as  well  as  near  bison  kill  or 
game  trap  sites.   Occasionally,  they  are  found  on  or  near 
hilltips  and  buttes,  along  ridges  and  fingers  of  high  ground, 
or  on  open  flats.   They  have  been  found  at  elevations  of 
7,000  feet  and  higher;  at  the  higher  elevations,  the  rings 
are  usually  smaller  than  those  on  the  flats.   Tipi  rings  are 
also  found  far  from  present-day  sources  of  water,  perhaps 
because  a  drainage  pattern  has  changed  or,  as  has  been  sug- 
gested, the  site  may  represent  an  early  spring  occupation  for 
which  snow  was  a  source  of  water. 

In  sum,  tipi  rings  may  be  found  in  almost  any  setting 
in  the  Plains,  and  occasionally  west  of  the  divide. 

There  has  been  scholarly  disagreement  about  the  use  of 
rocks  to  weight  tipi  covers;  nonetheless,  there  is  evidence 
that  this  was  a  common  practice  among  the  Blackfoot  into  his- 
toric times  and,  in  earlier  days,  among  the  Crow,  Cree,  Da- 
kota, and  probably  other  groups  as  well.   Tent  pegs  are  con- 
sidered to  be  an  historic  innovation  after  the  introduction 
of  the  steel  exe,   In  the  Plains,  where  wind  is  a  constant 
factor,  and  very  high  winds   are  common,  the  outer  covers  of 
tipis  were  weighted  with  rocks,  logs  and  rocks,  or  with  lumps 
of  sod.   Sometimes  the  inner  lining  was  also  weighted,  pro- 
ducing a  double  ring.   The  mrrber,  kind,  and  size  of  rocks 
used  depended  upon  availability;  obviously,  if  larger  rocks 
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Similar  archaeological  remains  may,  in  fact,  represent 
different  original  structures.   A  five-  or  six-sided  corral, 
a  conical  timbered  lodge  with  sandstone  slabs  around  the 
base,  or  a  cribbed  log-and-sandstone-slab  structure  may  all 
eventually  rot  and  decay,  leaving  a  more-or-less  circular  ar- 
rangement of  rocks.   To  the  unwary,  these  may  look  like  tipi 
rings  and  be  recorded  as  such.  Dry-laid  masonry  structures 
may  collapse  and  produce  similar  appearances.   Further,  there 
is  some  evidence  that  stone  circles  which  are  not  obvious 
"medicine  wheels"  may  represent  ceremonial  functions.   There 
are,  however,  several  clues  by  which  one  may  recognize  or 
suspect  that  a  circle  of  stone  is  not  a  tipi  ring;  among  the 
most  useful  are  size,  number,  and  setting. 

Potential  for  retrieval  of  information  is  high,  so  long 
as  certain  limitations  are  recognized.   Tipi  rings  rarely 
present  evidence  of  packed  living  floors,  fires,  or  artifacts. 
Usually,  they  are  difficult  to  see  on  the  ground  because  of 
vegetation,  disturbance,  and  soil  deposition.   Embedding,  once 
thought  to  be  an  indication  of  antiquity,  is  the  result  of 
wind  action  which  denudes  some  areas  and  deposits  the  soil 
in  others.   Despite  these  limitations,  data  on  location,  size, 
numbers,  proximity  to  other  types  of  sites,  etc.,  are  useful 
for  the  developing  statistical  techniques  of  archaeological 
interpretation. 

Tipi  rings  are  best  seen  in  the  spring  before  vegetation 
has  obscured  them;  ideally,  they  would  bnst  be  viewed  in  the

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Stone  circles  (medicine  wheels) 

The  term  "medicine  wheel"  is  reserved  for  stone  circles 
or  circular  alignments  of  a  wide  range  of  diameters,  up  to 
80  feet,  and  which  are  thought  to  have  served  religious  or 
ceremonial  functions.   Generally,  they  are  characterized  by 
rock  cairns  or  hubs  at  the  center,  or  a  circle  from  which 
radiate  a  variable  number  of  lines  of  stone  in  a  more-or-less 
spoked  wheel  arrangement. 

Medicine  wheels  are  of  relatively  infrequent  occurrence 
in  the  Plains,  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.   The  most  famous 
is  the  80-ft.  Big  Horn  medicine  wheel  in  Wyoming.   Two  med- 
icine wheels  are  known  in  Montana:  the  Sun  River  Medicine 
Wheel,  near  Lowry,  and  the  Fort  Smith  Medicine  Wheel  on  the 
Crow  Reservation  (see  p.  258). 

The  cultural  significance  of  so-called  medicine  wheels 
probably  varied  with  the  group  using  them;  some  are  reported- 
ly monuments  to  important  people  or  events,  others  are  simp- 
ly of  unknown  origin  and  function.   One  of  the  most  consistent 
features  of  papers  on  the  subject  of  medicine  wheels  is  that, 
while  local  Indian  informants  know  of  wheels  and  can  offer 
explanations  as  to  their  origins  and  meanings,  none  really 
knew. 

Potential  for  retrieval  of  information  is  relatively 
high,  insofar  as  such  a  cultural  feature  is  recognized.   The 
major  hazard  may  be  the  difficulty  of  determining  whether 
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are  reported  in  eastern  Montana  and  one  in  the  extreme  north- 
western portion  of  the  state.  It  is  probable  that  more  exist 
but,  like  the  tipi  rings  and  other  stone  alignments,  many  are 
difficult  to  see  on  the  ground.  Early  spring  surveys  and 
aerial  reconnaissance  would  probably  lead  to  the  discovery  of 
others.  See,  also,  discussion  of  the  DeSmet  Cross,  p.  261. 
Bison  kill  sites 

These  are  popularly,  and  incorrectly,  refered  to  as 
"buffalo  jumps".   The  practice  of  running  herds  of  large 
animals  over  cliffs  has  been  known  all  over  the  world  for 
thousands  of  years.   Bison  kill  sites  of  this  type  probably 
centered  in  Montana  and  extended  throughout  the  Plains  east 
of  the  Rockies  and  northward  into  Canada.   One  bison  kill 
site  iias  ucsn  report Su  as  j.sr  eas<-  as  nor  tunes  ucrri  j.owa. 

A  typical  Montana  "jump"  site  has  been  characterized  as 
consisting  of  five  parts:  1)  a  grazing  area  where  the  animals 
collected;  2)  the  drive  lanes,  which  are  usually  identifiable 
as  nearly  converging  lines  of  low  rock  piles;  3)  the  cliff, 
which  may  be  as  low  as  15  ft.  or  as  high  as  250  ft.;  4)  the 
deposit  of  bone  at  the  base  of  the  cliff;  and  5)  a  nearby 
camp  area  where  the  meat  and  hides  were  processed.   Most  of 
the  drives  in  Montana  face  north  or  east  because  of  the  di- 
rection of  prevailing  winds  and  the  bison's  keen  sense  of 
sr.ell. 

The  bone  deposits  may  be  thick  and  stratified,  indicat- 
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cation  may  not  always  be  apparent  because  of  lack  of  accum- 
ulation of  a  separating  layer.   Further,  unusued  carcasses 
were  often  burned,  or  partially  so,  to  control  the  stench  and 
leave  the  site  reuseable.   (At  a  few  sites  where  the  burning 
was  imcomplete,  the  odor  is  reportedly  almost  intolerable, 
.which  probably  affords  the  site  exceptional  protection  from 
collectors! ). 

Projectile  points  are  often  found  in  the  bone  midden, 
which  is  the  major  attraction  for  collectors.   Generally, 
large  points  are  found  in  the  lower  and  earlier  strata,  and 
smaller  ones  in  the  later  deposits.   Few  kill  sites  are  known 
from  historic  times;  running  down  bison  on  horseback  seems 
to  have  replaced  the  drive. 

In  a  few  places,  corrals  of  logs  and  brush  or  rock  were 
constructed  to  contain  bison  that  survived  the  fall;  few 
sites  of  this  type  have  been  found  in  Montana. 

The  potential  for  retrieval  of  information  from  a  kill 
site  depends  upon  the  alertness  of  the  archaeologist,  for 
essential  features  of  many  such  sites  have  been  destroyed. 
Drive  lanes  on  the  plateaus  and  the  camp  sites  in  the  flats 
below  have  frequently  been  destroyed  by  agriculture.   Large 
bone  middens  have  been  destroyed,  or  essentially  so,  by 
collectors  and,  in  some  cases,  they  have  been  removed  for 
fertilizer.   Nonetheless,  the  5-part  scheme  is  useful  in  that 
identification  of  one  part  may  lead  to  the  discovery  of  a 
kill  sit^  eithar  dircctlv  or  bv  ru^itior.in^  th

Game  drives  and  traps 

Smaller  numbers  and  smaller  animals  were  sometimes  taken 
by  capture  in  a  box  canyon,  corral,  or  compound  which  util- 
ized naturally  occurring  features  or  which  were  constructed 
of  log,  rock  and  brush. 

The  Crow  reportedly  ran  bison  into  snowbanks  or  onto  ice 
where  they  could  be  easily  killed.   Sites  of  this  type  are 
virtually  impossible  to  locate  on  the  basis  of  archaeological 
evidence  alone;  however,  a  bone  deposit  located  far  away  from 
any  feature  which  could  have  served  as  a  cliff  is  a  clue  to 
a  snowdrift  or  bog  trap. 

Corrals,  built  of  log  and  brush,  deteriorate  rapidly, 
thus  any  which  remain  today  are  probably  not  much  more  than 
200  years  old.   One  such  site  was  recently  discovered  in 
the  Beaverhead  National  Forest  (site  24BE1011);  the  corral 
is  still  standing  and  parts  of  the  log  drive  lanes  are  still 
discernible. 
Log;  structures 

Conical  timbered  lodges,  variously  called  war  lodges, 
or  wickiups,  are  found  predominantly  on  the  northern  Plains 
centering  in  the  intermountain  region  of  southwestern  Montana 
but  may  be  found  in  almost  any  part  of  the  state  where  timber 
was  available.   The  locations  are  variable;  many  are  found  in 
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broken  country.   Those  which  are  found  in  secluded  locations 
may  indeed  be  war  lodges.   On  the  other  hand,  the  Shoshoni 
constructed  such  lodges  for  dwellings  in  the  southern  and 
western  part  of  Montana. 

Conical  timbered  lodges  were  constructed  on  a  pole  base, 
deadfall  logs  if  they  were  available,  covered  with  more  poles, 
insulated  with  bark,  pine  or  cedar  boughs,  leaves,  or  earth. 
Another  layer  of  smaller  poles  held  the  insulation  in  place. 
In  some  cases,  a  living  tree  was  used  to  provide  support,  or 
a  longer  and  heavier  "anchor"  pole  was  leaned  against  the 
rear  of  the  lodge. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  no  such  structure  survives 
more  than  about  200  years;  those  which  are  recognizable  today 
are  in  various  stages  of  collapse  (see  p.  252  for  discussion 
<   os  such  a  site).   As  the  bases  of  the  poles  decay,  the  perim- 
eter  contracts  and  the  height  decreases,  so  that  those  which 
stand  today  look  more  like  a  stack  of  wood  than  a  lodge  that 
would  have  accommodated  several  people. 

Sometimes,  rocks  or  slabs  were  placed  against  the  bases 
of  the  poles  around  the  outside.   Upon  deterioration  of  the 
poles,  the  slabs  would  fall  toward  the  center  to  create  an 
irrecular  circle  which  is  sometimes  mistakenly  reported  as  a 
tipi  ring  (p. 273). 

Evidence  of  a  fire  may  be  found  near  the  center  of  the 
lodge,  or  outside,  a  few  feet  away.   Stone  artifacts  or  other 
cultural  d«?bris  are  rarelv  found  in  or  naiv   conical  timbered 
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The  potential  for  retrieval  of  information  is  limited 

f 

by  the  above-mentioned  fact  that  such  sites  completely  de- 
teriorate in  about  200  years.   Identification  depends  upon 
the  archaeologists' ability  to  mentally  reconstruct  the  col- 
lapsing structure  and  distinguish  it  from  a  woodpile  erected 
by  hunters,  early  settlers,  etc.   Lodges  were  often  pirated 
for  the  logs  for  firewood,  fences,  etc.,  so  that  many  are 
only  parts  of  lodges.  Any  unnatural  arrangement  of  logs 
should  be  examined  closely. 

Cribbed  log  structures  were  used  in  protohistoric  and 
historic  times,  and  perhaps  earlier.   Nearly  all  had  sandstone 
slabs  leaned  against  the  base  and,  in  many  cases,  very  lit- 
tle else  remains. 

Some  of  these  log-and-slab  structures  were  situated  so 
as  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  afternoon  sun  and  were  lo- 
cated in  what  are  considered  to  be  indefensible  places;  these 
are  thought  to  have  been  used  as  winter  camps. 

Other  similar  structures  may  have  been  fortifications. 
These  have  been  described  as  about  6  ft.  high,  originally, 
and  completed  with  a  roof  of  logs  topped  with  a  layer  of  dirt. 
With  the  passage  of  time,  the  logs  rotted  away,  leaving  a 
shallow  depression,  or  a  ridge  of  earth,  as  the  only  evidence. 

Potential  for  retrieval  of  information  depends,  first 
of  all,  upon  recognition  of  a  pile  of  log  and  rock  debris  as 
the  remains  of  a  structure  (see  illustrations,  pp.  281-282).

Eagle-catching  pits 

Along  the  Missouri,  pits  for  eagle- catching  were  dug 
and  covered  over  with  poles  and  brush.   In  other  areas, 
rock  enclosures,  barely  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  grown 
man,  were  constructed.   In  either  case,  bait  was  placed  out- 
side  the  pit;  when  the  eagle  took  the  bait,  it  was  caught 
or  shot,  and  the  feathers  taken.

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not  attract  the  attention  of  collectors.   Eagle  pits  made  of 
rock  may  be  distinguished  from  vision  quest  sites  and  from 
cairns  or  other  rock  piles  on  the  basis  of  location  and  de- 
tails of  construction.   Pits  dug  into  the  ground  for  this 
purpose  can  be  distinguished  from  roasting  pits  and  fortifi- 
cations, also,  on  the  basis  of  details  of  the  site  itself, 
construction,  and  location. 
Vision  quest  sites 

Vision  quest  sites  are  found  in  almost  every  part  of 
Montana  where  there  are  mountains  (and  where  archaeological 
investigations  have  included  a  search  for  such  features). 
They  are  usually  found  in  remote  areas,  difficult  of  access, 
such  as  near  the  tops  of  mountains  on  high  cliffs  or  ledges. 
Many  vision  quest  sites  are  known  in  eastern  Montana,  especi- 
ally in  the  Fryor  Mountain  area. 

These  sites  are  manifestations  of  well-known  religious 
practices,  especially  of  the  Plains  Indians,  who  placed  a 
great  emphasis  upon  the  supernatural  powers  of  guardian  spirits. 

Although  the  structures  are  variable,  there  exist  some 
common  features.   Most  often,  a  low  oval  or  U-shaped  rock 
structure  was  built,  just  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  sing- 
le individual.   Reportedly,  the  long  axis  is  always  east-west 
and  the  opening  of  U-shaped  structures  is  to  the  east.  Average 
interior  length  is  6  ft.;  height  ranges  from  a  sinjle  course 
of  stones  to  several  courses,  perhaps  as  much  as  3. ft.  high.

Potential  for  retrieval  of  information  about  vision 
quest  sites  is  excellent. 
Lookout  sites 

Lookouts  may  be  characterized  as  vantage  points  from 
which  movements  of  people  or  game  may  be  observed.  The  main 
topographic  feature  is  necessarily  a  high  spot  which  affords 
a  view  of  a  grazing  area  or  a  route  of  travel.  Of  course,  a 
lookout  could  have  also  been  a  cave  high  in  a  cliff,  a  moun- 
tain pass  or  saddle,  a  tall  tree,  or  any  other  feature  which 
would  have  served  the  essential  purpose. 

To  qualify  as  a  lookout  site  which  warrants  designation 
as  such,  some  evidence  of  human  activity  is  necessary.  Such 
a  vantage  point  which  does  not  contain  a  structure,  or  camp- 
ing debris,  but  which  contains  chipping  and  flaking  debris  on 
the  ground,  is  properly  recorded  as  a  "lookout"  or  "chipping 
station"  or  both.  See  illustration  on  following  page. 
Quarry  sites 

These  are  sources  of  lithic  materials  which  were  ex- 
ploited as  such.   No  doubt,  many  more  quarry  sites  exist 
than  have  been  recognized. 

The  more  easily  identified  quarries  are  large  deposits 
of  suitable  stone  accompanied  bv  evidence  of  auarrvir":  activ*

quantities  of  flakes  and  chunks  scattered  about,  but  no  arti- 
facts made  of  the  quarried  material. 

Less  obvious  sources  of  lithic  raw  materials,  and  per- 
haps not  properly  called  quarried,  are  deposits  of  gravels 
containing  nodules  of  quartzite,  agate,  jasper,  cherts,  and 
other  materials  with  proper  fracturing  characteristics.   In 
southeastern  >bntana,  such  gravel  deposits  may  be  found  on 
the  surfaces  of  buttes,  especially  along  the  Yellowstone 
River;  on  the  points  of  the  buttes,  interspersed  among  the 
gravels,  one  may  find  a  deposit  of  chipping  debris. 

Potential  for  retrieval  of  information  from  quarry  sites 
is  excellent  except  in  cases  of  modern  exploitation  of  the 
same  materials.

SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  POTENTIAL; 
DISCUSSION  OF  METHODS,  TIME,  AND  COST  REQUIREMENTS 
FOR  ORDERLY  RETRIEVAL  OF  INFORMATION 

To  summarize  the  preceding  portions  of  this  report, 
Montana  is  exceedingly  rich  in  archaeological  sites  of  a 
wide  variety  of  types.   High  concentrations  are  known  in 
sectors  which  have  been  subjected  to  any  degree  of  system- 
atic investigation.   Extrapolating  to  unknown  areas  of  sim- 
ilar ecological  conditions,  we  can  predict  equally  high  con- 
centrations of  archaeological  materials.   Thus,  the  poten- 
tial for  retrieval  of  evidence  and  information  is  high. 
The  types  of  sites  most  commonly  found  in  Montana,  their 
usual  settings,  and  potential  for  retrieval  of  information 
of  each  type,  have  been  reviewed  above  (pp.  263-287). 

Though  we  know  that  an  untold  number  of  sites  has  been 
destroyed,  even  some  of  this  information  can  be  recovered 
through  interviews  with  ranchers  and  other  area  residents. 
As  Dr.  Davis  emphasized  in  his  report  (pp.  178-181),  and  as 
his  results  show  conclusively  (pp.  182-199),  a  pre-survey 
interview  program  can  be  very  productive.   It  is  my  recom- 
mendation that  this  method  of  pre-survey  site-location  be 
continued  and  intensified.   There  is  no  doubt  that  the  po- 
tential for  recovery  of  archaeological  information  is  there- 
by greatly  enhanced. 


i\u 


.most  anywhere  in  ;pntana,  evidence  of  prehistoric 
man's  activity  lies  in  or  on  the  ground  and  is  subject  to 
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irretrievable  loss  in  the  course  of  surface-altering  activity. 
If  this  evidence  is  to  be  recovered  for  scientific  analysis 
and  interpretation,  it  must  be  done  prior  to  any  construction 
or,  better  still,  prior  to  any  pre- construct ion  activity. 

Prehistoric  cultural  evidence  consists  of  any  item  or 
artifact,  or  feature,  which  can  only  be  the  result  of  human 
endeavor — ranging  from  the  random  find  of  an  artifact  to  a 
large  bison-kill  complex,  complete  with  stratified  bone  mid- 
den, drive  lanes,  and  a  camp  area  with  scores  of  tipi  rings. 

Recovery  of  maximum  information  depends  upon  profession- 
al examination  of  the  site  before  any  alteration  of  the  land- 
scape.  For  example,  in  wooded  areas,  remains  of  timbered 
lodges  or  corrals  or  cribbed  construction  are  particularly 
vulnerable  because,  to  the  untrained  eye,  they  may  appear  to 
be  nothing  more  than  forest  debris.   Although  natural  deter- 
ioration has  already  taken  a  heavy  toll,  many  important  de- 
tails of  construction  and  context  can  be  discovered  by  one 
who  knows  what  to  look  for. 

The  context  of  buried  cultural  materials  also  requires 
recovery  by  a  trained  professional;  in  these  sites,  control 
of  both  horizontal  and  vertical  context  is  essential  to  re- 
covery of  the  maximum  amount  of  information.  These  sites  are 
especially  precious  because  so  few  are  known  in  Montana;  they 
are  essential  to  further  establishment  of  the  time  depth  we 
know  exists  but  are  hard  put  to  document  (see  pp.  210-220). 

In  the  sense  that  every  site,  lar^o  or  snail   ^rov'''^" 
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some  bit  of  information  about  prehistoric  activities,  every 
site  is  important.   This  does  not  mean  that  every  site  must 
be  protected;  it  does  mean  that  every  site  must  be  fully  and 
accurately  recorded  for,  once  it  has  been  destroyed,  by 
farming,  construction,  illegal  collection,  vandalism,  inun- 
dation, or  natural  forces,  it  is  lost  forever.   If  every  re- 
maining site  in  Montana  were  to  be  located  and  recorded,  we 
would  have  a  vast  treasure  of  information,  but  never  more 
than  a  part  of  the  story  of  prehistoric  man. 

These  considerations  make  it  imperative  that,  as  soon 
as  a  power  line  route  has  been  selected,  archaeological  sur- 
vey work  should  begin  in  earnest.   As  the  foregoing  survey 
of  the  records  makes  clear,  it  is  not  possible  to  select  a 
routs  any  pari,  oa.  vuicu  is  arcnaeoiogi.caj.xy  iuii.y  investiga- 
ted.  All  areas  of  the  state  in  which  work  has  been  done  re- 
quire further  examination  and  evaluation;  many,  or  most, 
areas,  are  totally  unknown  or  essentially  so.   Therefore, 
the  entire  route,  including  the  sites  of  all  roads  and  other 
supporting  facilities  will  require  systematic  investigation 
as  far  in  advance  of  beginning  construction  as  possible. 

The  importance  of  time  cannot  be  overstressed  for  sev- 
eral reasons : 

1)  the  field  season  is  relatively  short,  being  limited 
to  a  significant  degree  by  weather  and  the  term  of  the  aca- 
demic year; 


2)  in 
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expected  that  some  sites  will  require  preliminary  test  ex- 
cavation in  order  to  assess  the  potential  need  for,  or  value 
of,  full-scale  excavation; 

3)  of  those  tested,  a  few  will  require  excavation  which, 
in  some  cases,  may  take  several  weeks; 

4)  if  time  is  not  allowed  for  full  and  orderly  recovery 
of  information  at  each  of  these  stages,  important  sites  may 
be  missed  until  construction  is  in  progress,  resulting  in 
loss  of  time  (and  money)  to  the  construction  contractors  and 
loss  of  scientific  information  through  hasty  salvage  opera- 
tions in  place  of  careful  excavation; 

5)  time  is  needed  for  the  archaeologist  to  plan  his  re- 
search strategy,  select  field  personnel,  accumulate  necessary 
equipment,  and  to  review  extant  records  and  literature  on 
the  area  to  be  examined,  well  in  advance  of  the  actual  field 

work . 

As  outlined  in  the  booklet  prepared  by  the  Committee  on 
the  Public  Understanding  of  Archaeology,  of  the  Society  for 
American  Archaeology,  the  suggested  steps  in  orderly  retriev- 
al of  archaeological  evidence  and  information  are: 

archaeological  inventory:  a  summation  of  current  data 
for  an  area,  or  a  records  check.   Only  rarely  is  this  infor- 
mation adequate  to  assess  the  resources  or  to  estimate  the 
time  and  costs  mitigating  the  impact  of  proposed  construction 
on  those  resources.   Such  an  inventory  constitutes  the  body 
of  the  foregoing  report,  including  mips;  this  inventory  cir„. 
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best  be  viewed  as  documentation  of  the  extent  of  our  ignorance 

c 

than  our  knowledge. 

preliminary  archaeological  reconnaissance:  an  on-the- 
ground- spot -check  of  selected  areas  for  the  purpose  of  esti- 
mating the  full  potential  of  the  area,  and  the  probable  im- 
pact of  proposed  construction  upon  these  resources.   This 
preliminary  type  of  investigation  has  been  carried  out  in 
a  few  small  portions  of  the  state,  notably  parts  of  the  Col- 
strip  area,  Decker-Birney,  and  Wolf  Mountain  area  of  the 
Crow  Indian  Reservation.   The  results  of  these  studies,  with 
the  accumulated  information  for  a  few  other  isolated  areas 
in  which  many  sites  are  known,  indicate  the  need  for  inten- 
sive reconnaissance  with  every  reasonable  expectation  of 
finding  heavy  concentrations  of  sites  in  all  areas. 

intensive  archaeological  reconnaissance:,  is  an  on-the- 
ground  survey  which  will  permit  determination  of  the  number 
and  extent  of  archaeological  resources  in  that  area,  their 
condition,  their  importance  to  the  scientific  community,  and 
time  and  cost  requirements  of  adequate  investigation  and/or 
protection.   This  type  of  survey  is  necessary  once  the  route 
has  been  determined;  indeed  it  is  the  type  which  meets  the 
legal  requirements.   As  noted  above,  it  is  essential  that 
this  level  of  survey  be  initiated  well  before  the  beginning 
of  construction. 

archaeological  assessment;  this  is  defined  as  the  eval- 
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icance,  and  the  measures  required  for  their  proper  investi- 
gation or  preservation.   In  practice,  this  step  is  part  of 
the  scientific  responsibility  in  any  type  of  archaeological 
investigation.   It  necessarily  follows  the  initial  reconnais- 
sance and  may  include  the  preliminary  test  excavations  if 
they  were  not  included  as  part  of  the  survey  itself. 

archaeological  excavation:   the  scientifically  control- 
led recovery  of  the  evidence  and  information  from  a  single 
site,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obtain  maximum  information  a- 
bout  the  activities  represented.   It  is  essential  that  suf- 
ficient time  be  allowed  for  excavation  to  be  conducted  ef- 
ficiently and  properly;  maximum  recovery  of  information  can 
not  be  hurried. 
Discussion  of  time  and  costs 

Any  pre-packaged  estimate  of  time  and  cost  requirements 
of  a  reasonable  archaeological  investigation  would  be  un- 
realistic; from  survey  through  excavation,  each  step  neces- 
sarily depends  upon  the  results  of  those  preceding. 

Further,  as  of  summer,  1974,  costs  are  rapidly  increas- 
ing; the  general  estimates  discussed  below  may  be  totally  in- 
appropriate in  summer,  1975. 

Survey :   as  a  general  rule,  a  2 -man  team,  one  of  whom 
is  field  supervisor,  can  carry  out  an  intensive  survey  of 
one  section  per  cay.   Obviously,  this  will  vary  with  the 
terrain,  the  number  of  sites  to  be  recorded,  and  other  mi's- 
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reasonable  to  expect  that  a  complete  (intensive)  survey  of 
one  township  could  be  completed  by  two  people  in  7  weeks,  or 
36  working  days — or  by  four  people  in  3  1/2  weeks,  etc. 

Estimated  cost  of  survey  would  be  from  $100  to  $200 
per  day,  depending  upon  the  number  of  people  working  at  any 
one  time,  and  the  amount  and  type  of  country  to  be  covered. 
In  general,  the  larger  the  area  to  be  covered,  the  less  the 
cost  per  day,  or  per  square  mile. 

Excavation   costs  are  subject  to  special  needs  such  as 
the  cost  of  equipment  and  services.   As  a  rough  estimate,  a 
10-week  field  season,  employing  8  to  10  persons,  two  of  whom 
are  field  supervisors,  would  cost  between  $20,000  and  $30,000. 

Other  considerations:   It  should  be  understood,  and 
emphasized,  that  field  work  requires,  at  most,  only  40%  of 
the  time  involved  in  an  archaeological  investigation;  lab- 
oratory analysis,  interpretation,  and  report-writing  take  a 
ful  60%.   This  is,  nonetheless,  a  vital  part  of  the  investi- 
gation; specimens,  photographs,  and  field  notes  are  worse 
than  useless  if  they  are  not  converted  into  a  full  report 
which  is  disseminated  to  the  scientific  community  in  addition 
to  the  contracting  agency. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  university  overhead  charges 
are  made  at  standard,  Federally-audited  rates,  from  which 
insurance,  social,  security,  etc.,  are  paid.   The  currsr.t  rats 
is  44.57=.  of  funds  budgeted  for  salaries,  wages,  and  fringe 
benefits , 
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Based  upon  the  above  pointy,  it  should  be  apparent  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  make  reasonable  estimates  of  costs, 
other  than  for  intensive  survey  on  a  per-unit  basis.   For 
these  reasons,  it  is  recommended  that  the  only  way  to  arrive 
at  realistic  cost  figures  for  any  phase  of  investigation  is 
to  present  the  archaeologist  with  the  specifications  as  to 
the  type  of  survey  required,  the  location  and  size  of  the 
area  to  be  studied,  and  the  time  limitations  if  any,  and  to 
request  that  he  prepare  a  budget. 

One  final  note:  as  a  matter  of  professional  policy, 
competitive  bidding,  under  any  guise,  is  not  practiced.
